If inflicted in auger or inspired by a feeling of person- 
al hurt or reveuge by parents their guilt ia greater than that of the 
one punished and the "venting of their spleen" is their only reward, 
for the child will barhor reaenlment and iu ita turn get revenge by 
further oulbreaka. Punishment to lie effective for good must be 
indicted not in impatience and anger but in cahnuesa and in love. 
Whipping ia never in place except iu casea of rebellion, and ucohiing 
never. Scolds ought to be in the iusane asylum. They should be 
kept as far away from children aa possible. Tbe only punishment 
that the wise parent will use will be such as can re found in tbe 
imposition of extra tasks or in certain deprivationa natural puniah 
at. 



And there are aeveral priuciples that tbe world is gradually 
learning that all parents who are interested in the trainiug of their 
children should begin to put iuto practice. 

The first is the value of positives as againat negatives. There 

is certainly too much of tbe "don't" and not enough of tbe "do" in 
parents' directions to tbeir children. I be best way to keep them 
from tbe thiugs that call for tbe "don'ts" is lo enlist tbeir activity 
iu other directions right directions. Much of vice aud crime are 
the reault of indolence the want of something worth while to 
do. Indeed iu the future it will lie known that "vice 
fought by welfare not by restraint," and that our 
stronger than our temptatioua. 

Another principle that demands attention is that of ,,„!,,,, 
him The direct way to get children lo be good ia to coustautly 
urge them to be gotsl, but that is not tbe wisest nor tbe surest wav. 
The Lest way and the surest way is the indirect way — letting good 
ness follow usefulness and happiness. Children, just like their 
parents, resent all efforts lo make them good but they like to lie

corporation. 

"In the aprlng of tm\" aald Mr. 
Jonra, recently, "I waa a pnsaengcr 
from San Krunciaco to Panama on tbe 
big A*plnwall ateamer (iolden Gate - 
or waa It (lolden Age? There were 
eight hundred of ua returning forty- 
ninera. and a crew of one hundred 
men. We had a fairly good run down 
the roaat and were about to turn 
north aome two hundred mllea below 
Panama when the ahlp. while paaalng 
between two Islanda. ran on the coral 
reef known aa Quibo Island. 

"When the aidewbecler struck I was 
sleeping on the upper deck only a few 
feet from where Commodore Aspin- 
wnll and two or three of bia old cap- 
tain* were atandlng admiring the 
scenery and the bright moonlight and 
apeculatlng at what hour next morn- 
ing we would reach Panama. Inatant 
ly I was awake and 
that followed. 
"It waa a critical

I vessel would not have 
gone her length before alnklng Into 
deep water, with the loss of most of 
ber passengers. Whether Commodore 
Asplnwall or one of hia captains gave 
the right order I don't know, but 
while the big ship was aeemingly 
rocking in her death throes, with 
clouds of steam pouring (rom her 
hatches, her nose waa pushed by 
emergency meana Into the sandy 
beach which we could dimly see lying 
a few rod a ahead, and in a twinkling 
a cable waa made fast to one of tbe 
big trees fringing It.

"In 1819 i assisted In making the 
first survey for any railroad weat of 
Pittsburg. So enormously had the 
rallwuy development of tbe mid weat 
late between that time and lHiiK, the 
year of the three colncldeuc.ee I have 
lu mind, that It had become apparent 
to all railway men that, unleae there 
w*re aome new Inventions traffic 
would be congested, since railway 
equipment would not be sufflelent to 
meet I he demands made upon It. 

Wo nail Just been seriously con- 
cerned over the swift movement of 
Haiti* between Pittsburg and Cincin- 
nati— aud especially because of an ac- 
cident due to (he inability of a rail 
rood engineer to alow down a eeavy 
freight train -when, one day. there 
called at uiy office a young man whom 
I knew, who aald to me that he had an 
apparatus be had Just iierfected which 
wu ild make It possible (or a railroad 
omplotely to coutrol a train 
It to a atop within th* limit 
of safety 

paratus. lie did ao. aad I was given

"It told him to show me this ap- 
paratus, and he did. 1 gave orders 
that It be adjusted to several cars and 
then be severely tested. In that way 
the Janney coupler, perfectly supple- 
menting the air brake, was Introduced. 

"Yet again, about the same time, J. 
Kdgar Thompson, president of the 
Pennsylvania, told me that he wanted 
me to teat the new steel rail which 
was then being first manufactured In 
ICngland. I decided to put ton miles 
of thoae aleel rails upon a seclion of 
the Panhandle a few mllea out of 
Pittsburg. We gave the rails an ex 
haustlve (eat. mid we decided that 
with a slight Improvement they would 
make very heavy traffic poaalble. That 
Improvement was 
to equip our railroad 
lish steel rails. 

These three features of modern 
railway equipment— the air brake, tho 
Janney coupler, and the steel rail —

"My belief In tho feasibility of the 
San Idas route Is due to two of my 
earlier experiences as an engineer," 
was the reply. "In th* first place, I 
was one of th* engineer* employed by 
Commodore William Asplnwall to 
make a survey of the Panama railroad 
across tbe Isthmus of Panama so as to 
shorten the route between the Atlantic 
roast and San Francisco In California 
gold days. That experiment made me 
very familiar with the Isthmus; w* 
went all over (he San Was mute be- 
fore deciding upon our final survey for 
the Panama railroad. 

"In the next place, my 
with the Hoo.su. tunnel, on* of 
most exciting experiences of my life, 
led me to realize bow easily the San 
fllas route could be constructed in 
spite of the mountain (hat towers In Its 
pathway near the cen(er of (he Isth- 
mus.
